S.R.O. 3401-—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878). and in supersession of the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance 
(Revenue Division), No. 36-Customs, dated the 3rd April, 1954, as 
subsequently amended, the Central Government hereby exempts 
raw sugar, that is to say, sugar with associated impurities and 
having a sucrose content not exceeding 99 per cent, by weight on 
the material dried at 105 centrigrade, imported into India for refin- 
ing and covered by a certificate to that effect issued by the Ministry 
of Food and Agriculture of the Government of India, and falling 
under item No. 17 of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 
(XXXII of 1934), from so much of the duty of customs leviable 
thereon under the last mentioned Act as is in excess of the duty of 
Rs. 5-8-0 per cwt., and also from the whole of the additional duty r 
of customs leviable thereon under any law for the time being in 
force.
